Comments from student leaders, the administra- 
tion and faculty ha\e indicated that students show 
indifference, apathv. and lack <>t enthusiasm about 
specific issues and their lives in g. neral. We have 
hem referred to by notable sources as the "silent 
generation." The purpose ot Religious Emphasis 
Week is to consider this attitude and do something 
relevant and meaningful al>out it. Tlx- Week will 
'x' sjyonsored hv the Inte l I. title Council w hich is 

•ompised of representatives from the 14 religious 
groups on tire campus. 

The Council has studied students on the UK 

'ampus and has brouuht information to linht which 

\ould seem to bear out this theorv. The following 

s a resume ot their findings: 

(1) Students are compartmentalized— The major 
Coal of mam students is to complete m n Y sS i, trained 
siifficientlv in one area to get a job and financial 
secnriU They, therefore, are restricted to one seg- 
ment of thought and emphasis and are not chal- 
lenged by other areas of thought so that they have 

i one-sided approach to lite and a rather narrow 
l>erspective. 

Students feel that their lives are all mapped 
out and that the> have no responsibility for making

decisions. This can be seen most clearly in the 
opinion ot manv of the men students av ho It el that 
their college career is merely an interim between 
bfgh school and the armed forces, therefore, seeing 
little need in making plans lor the future. Ot'icr- 
seem to l>c overwhelmed b> the complexities ol I iff* • 
and take the stand. "Oh wi ll, w hat s the use?" 

(8) Students refuse to lace the real question 
about the meaning ol their lives; is there something 
worth giving allegiance to. worth netting c\« ited 
■boot? Is it sufficient just to live or is there sortfl 
thing which makes things lit together and remain 
whole WW in the midst ot confusion.-' 

Religious Emphasis speakers will discuss the 
problem in classes, clubs, dormitories and trateinitv • 
and sorority houses throughout the week. Tlu-v 
w ill also 1m- available lor personal confer* noes. 
There will Im- daily afterntMin discussions in the 
Student I'nion on when have you been, where UV 
vou going, ami how will von go? 

UK students will benefit greatly trom these ses- 
sions if they w ill attend as many as possible and 
with an open mind. Religion is t<M> often taken 
for granted by the average person. Most people 
feel, college students included, that thev ran stick 
their religion away in a tidy little corner until 
trouble approaches and then quickly retrieve it and 
hold it high until the all-clear sounds. 

Religion cannot truly be called In that name un- 
less it is lived every day. Students should stop and 
take a look at themselves now while there is still 
time and decide il tin \ measure up to what thc\ 
would like to 1m-. and just where thev are going. 
The discussions next week will prove an excellent 
way of gaining an insight of the situation. Sup- 
l*>rt Religious Emphasis Week.

In a previous guest editorial we attempted to 
show that a second medical school was badly 
needed in the State of kentuckv. The Medical Ad- 
visory Committee to tin (inventor's (legislative 
Commission recommended in December 1953 that 
in. .re help 1m- given immediately to the medical 
school in Louisville so that this school could educate 
more students but that a second medical school In- 
built at UK as s<M»n as financial) practicable. 

We stated that the number of physicians in this 
state has been steadih declining since 1910 and 
that the deficit w ill 1m- serious hv 1965. 

To build and maintain a medical school any- 
where is going to cost a lot of money and we max 
as well face this at the onset. The University's oxvn 
Committee on Medical Education of xvhich Dr. 
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Leo (liamberlaiit is chainnait has made a careful 
study of the whole problem and has come up with 
a figure of $15,731,000 which would be the cost ot 
the first nine years. 

This would make the average amount BSC ve;.r 
lor the building and maintenance about SI.TjO.Ooo. 
Thev estimate the annual cost of maintenance alter 
the first six vears ot building, at SfvS0.0»K». ( )t this 
$15,731,000 between fixe and six million would 
come from federal aid under the Hill-burton t \ctf„ 
and the rest from the state of Kentucky hv act of 
the Legislature. 

Where will the state ol Kentucky get the money* 
for buildntg and maintaining a medical s t hoo) it 
UK. 

We ha\e made no study of the source of tax 
money in this state but we assume that there is 
enough wealth in Kentuckv to do this. Of the 14 
Southern states. Kentuckv stands ninth in the 
|M-r capita income lor 1952. All except Kentuckv 
have or are building state supported medical 
schools. South Carolina. Ceorgia. Alabama Mis- 
sissippi. Arkansas all are below Kentuckv in jmt 
capita wealth. Thev have State Medical Schools, 
why can t MB? Perhaps a complete revision of our 
tax system will Im- necessary. Manv other state* 
have a sales tax. why shouldn't we? 

A general sales tax xvould bring in to the Statt 
Treasury lM-tvveeii 15 and 20 million dollars per 
one cent of tax. Would not 45 million dollars per 
year build and maintain a medical school put the 
whole health program on a sound financial Uwisl 
and improve the entire svstem of priinarv and 
secondary school education throughout tin state- 1
